Governor Calvin Coolidge received a 
handsome endorsement at the hands of 
the local voters on Tuesday when he was 
given a plurality of 958 votes over 
Richard H. Long, Democratic candi- 
date. The attendance at the polls in 
Precinct was the largest in the history 
of the town, there being 1262 ballots 
cast. Precinct 2, however, fell short, 
registering only 164 votes, making the 
total for both precinets 1426 or 82 per 
cent of the entire voting strength. With 
Governor Coolidge the entire Republi- 
can ticket received a handsome en- 
dorsement, every candidate leading his 
Democratic opponent by overwhelming 
majorities.

William. Gillette. comes_.to the Hollis 
street Theatre, for a limited engage- 
ment beginning Monday evening, No- 
vember 10th. His play is Sir James M. 
Barrie’s “Dear Brutus,” of which 
such glowing report has been heard in 
advance. 


Barrie has taken the cryptic title of 
his comedy from the lines in Shakes- 
peare’s “Julius Caesar;” ‘“Thefault, dear 
Brutus, is not in our stars, but in our- 
selves that we are underlings.” Through- 
out three acts replete with Barrie’s whim- 
sical humor gpd charming fantasy, 
the author imagines the possibilities 
should we have our oft-expressed wish 
to live our lives over again and have 
a “‘second chance.” It is Mid-summer’s 
Eve in England. A group of people of 
divers characteristics are gathered to- 
gether at a country house, guests of a 
quaint little host, named Lob. The 
latter is a mischievous, mysterious old 
sprite, who might well be Puck from 
“A Midsummer Night’s Dream.”’ Lis- 
tening to the bickerings, philanderings 
and discontent of his guests, the old 
gentleman invites them to take a stroll, 
at midnight, in a nearby magical wood, 
wherein one may perhaps obtain the 
longed-for ‘second, chance. “The draw- 
ing room Curtains are drawn and what 
was, before a,rose-covered stone wall, is 
now a stately forest and the unhappy 
ones undertake the excursion out into 
the world of the might-have-been. It 
is in this scene in the dim wood that 
Barrie’s mood reaches its happiest 
fancy. To Dearth, the artist, driven 
to discouragement by a heckling Wife, is 
disclosed what might, have been had he 
been blessed with the daughter of his 
longings. He finds himself in the wood 
with this dream child, an_ exquisite, 
sprightly and humorous daughter. The 
artist’s wife, in the meantime, has 
experienced,in the wodtt; what miseries 
might have, befallen her had she mar- 
ried the man who has been in her 
thoughts. To all of Lob’s’ guests, in 
fact, has been given a “‘second ¢hance,”’ 
save to one, Mrs. Coade, a sweet-faced, 
gentle old lady, still unashamedly in 
love with her husband, who is content 
with things as they are, and rejects the 
second chance. 


One by one, after their adventure in 
the midnight wood, the guests return to 
the house to face conditions as they are 
in real life. Each takes up the normal 
existence again in his or her own way and 
Barrie makes clear, in the most charm- 
ing fashion, that when given the “second 
chance” each had practically done the 
same things despised in their earlier 
days of discontent.

No fine point of Barrie’s intent has 
escaped him and his performance is a 
delight to the enormous Barrie follow- 
ing. Hilda Moore, the English actress 
who created the role of Mrs. Dearth in 
the original London production of 
“Dear Brutus,” plays the same role with 
Mr. Gillette. Marie Wainwright, that 
splendid player of the older school, 
portrays Mrs. Coade, the old lady who 
rejects her “second chance.” Violet 
Kemble Cooper is seen to distinguished 
advantage as Lady Caroline. Other 
important roles are in the capable hands 
of such well-known players as Grant 
Stewart, William Podmore, Fred Russell, 
Thomas A. Braiden, Madge Bellamy, 
Anne Morrison, Frances Anderson and 
others.

Kreisler Believes in the Concerto 


“Among the older and time-hoiiored 
forms in music that the ultra-moderns 
are seeking to ery out of court is the 
Concerto with its three movements, 
the first long and elaborately devel- 
oped, the second songful and the third 
merry, usually in a rondo form. The 
doom of the Concerto has been pre- 
dicted chiefly because of its properties of 
display, which it is said by some, are no 
longer a successful means of holding 
modern audiences, Fritz Kreisler, mas- 
ter violinist and master musician, re- 
pudiates this charge with emphasis. 
Here are his words: 

“One reason alone can I see for this 
and that is the fact that our concert 
goers have today grown so restless 
that they wish not to listen to long com- 
positions. In opera such impatience 
has already begun to manifest itself. 
Take London, where you get a ‘potted’ 
version of ‘Carmen,’ ‘Il Pagliacci,’ etc., 
with the music jumbled together so 
that many of the finest things are 
missed. In a hundred years who knows 
but what a ‘potted’ version of the 
Beethoven Concerto will be in vogue!” 
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be made freer, in the way Liszt worked 
out the symphonic poem from the sym- 
phonic but it cannot be wiped out.

The Beethoven arid: the Brahms Con- 
certds are equally great to Mr. Kreisler;

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Glorious Massachusetts! 


Early on election morning the writer 
met a man well known in Democratic 
circles in Andover for his partisanship, 
and said to him, “Is not this the day 
for you to forget party and vote on an 
issue?” Without a moment’s hesita- 
tion came back the answer, ‘This is the 
day, and that is exactly what I am 
going to do, and that is what many more 
will do who have for many years voted 
the Democratic ticket, © “We shall vote 
for Calvin Coolidge for Governor, not 
because he is a Republican, and not 
because he is Calvin Coolidge, but 
solely because he represents the biggest 
issue before the American people at the 
present time.” 

Along in the middle of the afternoon, 
when practically everybody had voted, 
and the stragglers were being looked up 
on the check list, the name of a fine 
old gentleman well along toward the 
four-score years was noted as not having 
voted. He lived in the outskirts and 
there was a little question about sending 
for him, but it was finally decided best 
to do so, and a closed ‘car with a careful 
driver undertook the mission. He 
found the gentleman sitting in his home, 
arrayed in his best garments, glad to see 
him, .and meeting him with the follow- 
ing greeting uttered with trembling 
voice representing not only age, but 
deep feeling. ‘‘I have been hoping to go 
up to vote all day long, and had about 
given it up thinking that you weren't 
going to send for me. I was terribly 
disappointed because I never wanted to 
vote so in all my life.” 

The incidents noted above form a 
key to the result of last Tuesday’s 
election, typical undoubtedly of» thou- 
sands of voters in Massachusetts, and 
largely responsible for the most impres- 
sive expression of public feeling probably 
ever registered at the ballot box. No 
single voting precinct has any boast 
over results secured as better than 
those of any other precinct, but Ando- 
ver people may well rejoice that the 
largest vote ever cast for a Republican 
candidate was cast on Tuesday, for a 
Governor who had the courage of his 
convictions, and the backbone to stand 
up and ‘go through” on an issue that 
represented the very fundamental of 
American government. 

It was early seen that the voters were 
going to register a remarkable poll, for 
at one o'clock the highest vote up to 
that time of one thousand was exceeded 
by about a score, making sure that all 
records would be surpassed. It did not 
require very much pressure on the in- 
dividual voter wherever he was, to get 
him to the polls, or to have his endorse- 
ment count in the right way, but what 
pressure was needed was furnished in a 
most efficient manner by volunteer 
workers and volunteer automobile dri- 
vers; -alLunder direction of the Republi- 
‘can Tewn Committee. The town may 
well congratulate itself that its share 
in the great verdict was such a splendid 
one. 


The result of the election means 
much to the industrial peace of the 
United States and perhaps of the world. 
The events leading up to the police 
strike were not related entirely to the 
police of Boston by any means.° A 
much, broader and more serious issue 
was At stake than the determination as 
to whether or not the police should be- 
come members of the A. F. of L. The 
issue had been growing for many months 
and had permeated the entire indus- 
trial lifé of the nation, if not of the 
world. The fount from which it sprang 
reached back to the spirit which has 
cobtrolled so much of the anarchy and 
disorder connected with many foreign 
governments in the last three years, and 
only a few people have appreciated that 
the same spirit has become all too ag- 
gressive in our.own country. Many 
people believed that we were only con- 
sidering at the election.last Tuesday, 
the Boston police strike issue or the 
relation of capital to labor as we see 
that relationship existing in the indus- 
trial centers that we know about, and 
other similar local disturbances. To 
those on the inside, who have had an 
opportunity to know the much more 
serious aspeet of this whole problem, 
the election had a vastly different 
meaning. 

Many people could not understand 
why the leaders in the fight to uphold 
those things for which the Republican 
candidates stood were so uneasy, 
and so disturbed about the possible 
result. The above is the answer, becatise 
even though surface conditions might 
have been full of all sorts of assurance 
such as would promise the most tom- 
plete and satisfying victory, the kind of 
propaganda underneath the situation 
made the task a most difficult one, both 
in analyzing the situation and appre- 
ciating how deep-seated the “Red” 
movement was and in determining how 
far-reaching foreign propaganda may 
have gone. So let no one suppose that 
the appeals for aroused interest, for a 
big vote, for the placing of every 
patriotic impulse above every political 
affiliation, were not founded’ upon a 
knowledge of the real situation, for too 
much is known of the situation as St 
exists and the problems that are in- 
volved in it. 

What a wonderful response it was, 
however, that was given to. the appeals, 


all the more striking because so many 
people failed to understand the import- 
ance and significance of the contest. 
Never has there been such a_ loyal 
support of leaders, such hearty response 
to organized appeal, such wonderful co- 
operation among the voters, irrespective 
of party, as was shown in Tuesday’s 
fight. ; 

Glorious Massachusetts! Here began 
the government of the nation; from here 
may there ever go forth a message that 
the State still keeps the faith of the 
fathers, and still stands firm for the 
ideals upon which the original govern- 
ment was founded. :

Children From Haggetts Pond 
District to Centre Schools 
By Auto. Other Busi- 

* ness Transacted. 


Theschool board held its regular meet- 
ing Tuesday evening in the board room 
in the Punchard building, and much 
important business was transacted. 

Mr. Sanborn, superintendent, re- 
ported that the parents of pupils from 
the Haggett’s pond district had com 
plained regarding the method of trans- 
portation to the High school. They 
travel at present, by train, leaving home 
at 6.30 o’clock and returning at 6.00 
o’clock. The cost per week is eighteen 
dollars and automobile transportation 
can be secured at a cost of thirty dollars. 
This would enable the pupils to leave 
home an hour later and return soon 
after the close of school. The board 
unanimously voted to empower the 
superintendent to make the necessary 
arrangements for auto transportation. 

A petition was presented from the 
North District parents and a delegation 
attended the meeting, regarding the 
alleged lack of teaching facilities at the 
North school. At present there are 
thirty-one pupils in attendance and the 
regular teacher has an assistant at the 
morning session, but cares for the pu- 
pils alone at the afternoon session. 
The parents object to this arrangement, 
and petitioned that the assistant be re- 
tained for the whole day. The matter 
was discussed and it was found that the 
average cost per pupil at the North 
school was nearly thirty percent greater 
than at any other of the district schools. 
There is a floating population and the 
attendance varies greatly. At present 
the school is just on the line between 
being too large for one teacher and too 
small for two. With two teachers there 
would be but sixteen pupils each. The 
committee empowered the teachers’ 
committee and the superintendent to 
study the situation and report at the 
next meeting. 

A letter was read from the trustees 
of the Punchard school suggesting that 
the town assume the payment of the 
salary of one more of the High school 
teachers. With the increases granted 
the town teachers, the trustees are 
unable to meet it from their funds and 
suggested the taking over of the teacher 
of mathematics. 

The matter was referred to the finance 
and advisory committee for considera- 
tion.

Sir: Now while we are all keeping 
American Speech Week, may I call to 
the attention of your readers, a most 
helpful little book on the subject “Self- 
Cultivation in English” by the brother of 
our own Dr. Palmer (Houghton Mifflin, 
The Riverside Uplift Series, price fifty 
cents). 

The essay, though a recent reprint, is 
not:new. My own copy was given me 
when I was a boy in Lawrence, by Rev. 
William E. Wolcott, who thought so 
highly of the work that he used to carry 
copies: in, his pockets .to distribute in 
his parish. As a boy I found the book 
most iHuminating; and even now, every 
few years, I read it again, -with profit. 
Professor Palmer is himself a master of 
English, and bie was besides during his 
active life, one of that small group of 
great teachers who gave Harvard its 
repute. The essay was originally an 
address to a group of young people. The 
result is so much condensed wisdom as 
can hardly be matched in-another thirty 
pages.

As pastor emeritus, he hopes to find man 
ways in which he can still serve the 
church helpfully.

name. Big men are retaining their 
interest in it. It stands ready for any 
emergency. The amount of the mem- 
bership fee is so small that it is lost in 
the question of allegiance to ideals for 
which the Red Cross stands. 

If the concentrated spirit and heart 
of America could accomplish what it 
did among many peoples in time of 
war, what can the same power not 
achieve, for its own people in particular, 
when organized on a_ peace basis? 
The first essential to the success of 
any far-reaching movement is public 
sentiment. The Red Cross, with a 
membership of millions, gives public 
sentiment a physical. organism. It is 
the medium that insures expression 
in terms of positive action. Public 
sentiment today, demands those things 
which mean better health and happier 
homes and registered under the Red 
Cross emblem, its ideals become practi- 
cal. 

The Roll Call is for all American 
men and women. Answer “Here!” 
by becoming a Red Cross member for 
another year. 

The American Red Cross is asking 
for $15,000,000 principally that it may 
bring to a successful completion the 
work of alleviating suffering in Eastern 
Europe which it received as an unex- 
pected legacy at the end of the war, and 
to protect America from invasion by 
devastating epidemics more deadly 
than war. Lack of proper food and 
medical attention has weakened the 
population of Russia, Poland, the 
Balkans and other Eastern nations.
